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Each issue we’re going to devote a 
special section to Elvis Presley, a man 
of many moods. To begin our series we 
bring you “Elvis The Showman”. 


In the days when radio was the only 
medium that reached directly into the 
home, a singer needed only a good voice 
to sell a song. Today TV has changed 
all this, as stage presence and a dis- 
tinctive style have become musts in put- 
ting over a song. Only a few singers 
that we know of would dare to sing on 
television without the use of elavuvate 
setting and lush musical backdrops and 
still be sure of a smashing success. 
Probably the master of this art is a 
youngster called by various pet names, 
but known best of all by the now magic 
title . . . Elvis Presley. 


Elvis’ style of singing has caused 
more discussion than the atom bomb. In 
fact, there are some Presley fans who 
claim that when he sings his voice car- 
ries more power than an atomic blast. 
But, what is this style and what is there 
about it that causes so much uproar? 

First thing to bear in mind when de- 
termining Elvis’ singing style is that 
it isn’t an entirely new set of body 
twists and motions. However, his timing 
and his giving way completely to the 
music just seems to electrify the audi- 
ence. Elvis definitely has an intriguing 
approach to a song — his utter sin- 
cerity, his abandon of everything but 
the music sparks the fans (especially 
the girls) in wild applause, screams 
and sighs. 


Elvis is a real showman who capti- 
yates audiences like few have done be-

fore him. Some people have criticized 
his performances as unbecoming, and 
some have gone even further and called 
it indecent. We feel this is unfair. Music 
means so much to Elvis that he has to 
express it the way he “feels” it — and 
there’s nothing wrong with that. The 
fact that we don’t often see people give 
full vent to their emotions when per- 
forming probably accounts for this re- 
action from his: critics, but again we 
say there’s no real harm in doing so. 


Rock ‘n’ Roll music is based on what 
the younger set affectionately calls the 
“big beat.”? The rhythm section supplies 
this simple repetitive and powerful 
beat, and the teenagers supply the 
shouts of delight. People like to see 
entertainers who enjoy their work. On 
that score no one who sees Elvis on 
stage is disappointed — in fact, they’re 
always delighted. 


What makes Elvis’ style so different 
is that everything about him during a 
song expresses his mood. His hair falls 
in every direction, his body sways with 
the music, and, in general, every move- 
ment he makes demonstrates the way 
he feels about a song. 


Some people cry “fad” when speaking 
of Elvis Presley, but that’s not fair. 
Anything new is a trend until it has 
gained popular acceptance over the 
years. Therefore, it is impossible to 
say that Elvis’ music is something that 
will soon pass. We’re sure, if the teen- 
agers have anything to say in the mat- 
ter, that Elvis Presley and Rock ‘n’ 
Roll will be around for some time.

GUY MITCHELL 


Ever since his sensational rise to star- 
dom several years ago via his recording 
of “My Heart Cries For You,” Colum- 
bia’s Guy Mitchell has had little to 
“sing the blues” about. Yet the curly- 
headed crooner with the blue eyes and 
the big grin is doing just that via his 
new wax work — “Singin’ The Blues” 
Guy’s “pop” version of this country- 
flavored item by Marty Robbins is cur- 
rently sweeping the nation and seems 
headed for a non-stop trip to the top. 
Then there are radio and TV appear- 
ances, along with motion pictures for 
Paramount — so it looks like the Mitch- 
ell guy is doing O.K. 

Guy’s first attempt at vocalizing took 
place when he was three years of age. 
It happened in Detroit, where he was 
born, February 22, 1927, and the oc- 
casion was a wedding anniversary party. 
The Mitchell house was crowded with 
singing relatives — a natural state of 
affairs, according to Guy — and the 
tiny tot with the big voice “stopped 
the show.” 

This same scene was_ re-enacted 
eight years later on a bus to Los 
Angeles — and was actually the start 
of Guy’s successful career. It seems 
that his family was in the process of 
moving out West and, as usual, every- 
one was singing during the trip. This 
time a stranger approached the singing 
Mitchells, handed Guy’s mom a card, 
told her he thought Guy had a wonder- 
ful voice and promised he would see to 
it that the 11-year-old youngster got 
into the movies. 

Incredible as it sounds, the man did 
and Guy was 
signed to a contract by Warner Bros. 


a 


for grooming as a child star. But his 
training period was interrupted as the 
family moved again, this time to San 
Francisco, ending Guy’s movie career 
abruptly. 

Guy attended Mission High School in 
San Francisco, where he engaged in 
all types of athletics, keeping up his 
singing lessons all the while. Later on 
he spent most of his time in the horse 
and cattle towns of Colma and Butcher- 
town, eventually becoming an expert 
leather worker — besides competing in 
rodeos. 

Eventually 17-year-old Guy was heard 
by cowboy singer Dude Martin, who 
auditioned him and signed him to ap- 
pear on his KYA and KGO radio shows. 
Then Uncle Sam stepped into the pic- 
ture and the youngster served in the 
Navy for 16 months. After a brief re- 
engagement with Martin, Guy became 
male vocalist with Carmen Cavallaro’s 
orchestra, spending two years with that 
‘outfit. The Astor roof, in New York, 
could have been the big break for Guy, 
but he came down with laryngitis and 
ptomaine poisoning, and Cavallaro had 
to get a replacement. 

Plucky Guy Mitchell decided to stick 

‘it out in New York, following his re- 
covery, but things were mighty rough 
and he just about got by making dem- 
onstration records for songwriters. It 
was a “demo”, however, that started 
him on the road to fame. Guy did one 
of “My Foolish Heart” for tunesmith 


Ned Washington, who, in turn, took him. 


to Eddie Joy of Stanly-Joy Music Pub- 
lishing firm. Joy worked with him pati- 
. ently and by 1950 he was on his way

The song they gave the boys was 
“Sin,” and that was the start Everyone 
knows that “Sin” was a 1,000,000 record 
seller. From there the boys branched 
out with such great tunes as “Tell Me 
Why,” “A Garden In The Rain,” “Three 
Coins In The Fountain” and “Love Is 
A Many Splendored Thing”. The group’s 
very latest Decca smash is “Written 
In The Wind”.

It was back in 
December, 1942. The United States had 
gone to war with Germany and Japan 
just a month before, and every Ameri- 
can was rushing to do his part to de- 
fend the nation.
